perforations in a non-woven, and a second roll that is contoured 
by the perforation means of a first roll.

5,365,819) teaches perforations in a non-woven paper web and the 
use of a second anvil roll that has recesses that are formed by 
the perforation means on a first roll (abstract, col. 5, lines 
5-25) . The common technical features being old, they cannot be 
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considered as special technical features, and therefore there is 
no unity of invention between the three groups.
